State Fair. 


SUCCESS MORE CERTAIN. 


WMal the Live Stock Indicator Has to 
Hay of ilie 8econa Animal 
£xHibiuoD. 


WritiD^ of the Missouri State 
Fair and its needs, the Kansas City 
Liyc Stock Indicator says : 
To begin with, the state never 
enjoyed greater prosperity, due to 
¿^©•d crops and good price?, and 
these w^re combined with good 
business enterprise on the part of 
her people. 
Of twentieth century birth, this 
fair has already put off its swad­ 
dling clothes, and from this time 
will be ranked as one of the great­ 
est fairs of the circuit. 
Nor is it 
difi^cult to justify this prediction 
From the outset it has been cou- 
sidered as having been permanently 
established, and the maaagement 
in providiiJi^ for immediate needs 
has fostered the interests of the fu- 
Ture. 
This is sliown in the design 
of the grounds and the character of 
all buildings. 
In style of architecture, adapta­ 
bility to required purposes and' 
general convinjence for spectator 
and exhibitor the buildings at Se- 
dalia are nowhere surpassed in this 
country. 
Stables are well lighted, 
airy and convenient. 
The amphi­ 
theater is a sieel framed structure, 
with a seating capacity of 5,000 at 
present, its design making addi­ 
tions possible without any disfig­ 
uration. 
The mile race track is 
also conceded to be one of the best 
in the west. 
But buildings alone cannot make 
a successful fair, as the best is only 
a means to an end. 
Coming to the 
?p€cial features which contributed 
to the success of the fair, one in­ 
stinctively turns to the live stock 
department, as th^s is the backbone 
of Missouri’s agriculture. 
Here the most stinguine expecta­ 
tions of the visitor were more than 
met. 
If numbers were lacking in 
a few clisses, the quality of the 
animals exhibited more than com- 
pensited 
for this 
defect. 
The 
classes in beef cattle were particu­ 
larly strong, and it will not be sur 
prisirg should the prize winners 
remain at the top throughout the 
circuit. 
Judges complained of their her­ 
culean task in tying the ribbons, 
owii:g to exceptional quality ofthe 
animals 
shown. 
Animals 
repre- 
fenting the very 
acme of 
the 
breeder’s art were there in con­ 
siderable 
numbers, 
and if they 
were the “ tops” of this country, 
as many claimed they were, we 
would venture the assertion that 
they would be in that class in any 
country. 
A gratifying feature of the fair 
was the interest taken in the live 
stock exhibit by visitors, more e? 
pecially in the judging ring. 
Tne 
attendance at the ringside made i 
plainly apparent that something 
more 
than 
temporary 
quarters 
must be provided for this feature 
of the fair in the near future. 
In this respect the sheep and 
swine departments are better cared 
for, there being spacious judging 
qaarters in the building. 
Quarters that housed a depart- 
jmenc last year were utterly inade- 
qaate this year, and the effort of 
the management to make the most 
of the conditions was plain y ap­ 
parent on every hand. 
A H"ge art exhibit was crowded 
‘ 
'i of the buildings originally 
dcsig 
d for a 
e with quite a 
relliE^ tffect. 
TiiC same was true 
with the agricultural, horticultural 
and dairy departments, these being 
placed in one of the stotk barns. 
Crowding in this case detracted 
seriously from the educational value 
of these exhibits, although in spite 


of this the showing was a good one. 
Th-it li e gncu^tural college and 
experimeijt i-t ition w ere unable to 
put in place a large exhibit which 
had beeo prepared, because of 1 ick 
of space, was a serious loss to the 
agricultural 
department. 
Their 
contribution to the dairv division 
commanded considerable attention, 
and speaks well <or the future of 
dairy displays at the State Fair. 
“ If we cm only obtain sullicient 
space,” said 
Prof. 
Eckles, “ we 
shall show the people that dairy­ 
ing is becoming an important in­ 
dustry in this state.” 
Products fiom twenty counties 
were displayed, these being com­ 
posed of cereals, 
grasses, forage 
crops, Itgumes, roots, etc.— strong 
evidence that the people of tlie 
state are becoming interested iu 
their fair. 
Special credit 
is due 
Pettis, Lafayette, Lewis and Atch­ 
ison counties for their displays. 
The satisfactory attendance in­ 
die ted that the people of Missouri 
will support a state fair; the num 
ber of exhibitors and the character 
of their t x»^ibus iiiay be taken as 
an index o^ the state’s posbib’lity 
along exhibition lines; anH lastly 
the able in n »gement of the fair 
that has just cl jsed may be fairly 
taken as ; n iLd^x of 
Missouri’s 
ability to oflice»* aa organization of 
this kind 
One trained in exhibition mat 
ters could not fail to notice the ab 
sence of all che ip vaudeville shows 
and 
loud*mouthed cheap Johns. 
Others will blough off these features 
in time, but it has been left, for 
Mifcsouri to lead the way in hold­ 
ing a fair where each self-respect- 
ing citizen m’ght visit every de- 
3artr*.ent without feeling the blush 
of shame. 
What is now urgently needed is 
more buildings, and these the state 
should provide without reluctance. 
A n exposition building, an agri­ 
cultural hall and a judging pa­ 
vilion 
are among the immediate 
needs at present. 
Money spent in 
hese can in no sense be considered 
an extravagance, but is rather an 
investment upon which handsome 
returns will be realized from the 
improvement that will be wrought 
in the state’s live stock and general 
agricultural interests.
